The action is the first step 
in a long process to move 
north Diamond Bar out of Po­ 
mona schools and into the 
Walnut Unified School Dis­ 
trict. 
Once they receive the let­ 
ter, county officials will begin 
to prepare petitions and infor­ 
mation as to cost and effect 
of the proposed move. 
Ken Pine, education com­ 
mittee 
chairman, 
said 
his 
committee expects to have 
petitions within two to three 


weeks, and will then began to 
circulate them. 
The committee will need 25 
per cent of north Diamond 
Bar residents to sign peti­ 
tions, but Pine said he hopes 
to get at least a 70 per cent 
response. 
Both the Wal.iut and county 
boards of education have to 
approve the 
proposal. 
The 
county board can also require 
an election in north Diamond 
Bar or the Pomona district as 
a whole to settle the issue. 
The 
homeowners 
associa­ 
tion launched the redistricting 
study two months ago on the 
request of a group of north 
Diamond Bar residents. Since 
that time, it has been sur­ 
rounded by controversy.

urged state and federal govern­ 
ments to declare Southern Cali­ 
fornia a disaster area because 
of an outbreak of Newcastle 
disease among chickens. 
Quimby said the designation 
would make available special 
loans and other types of dis­ 
aster assistance to ranchers 
suffering losses due to the 
disease. 
Dr. H. H. Parrell, informa­ 
tion officer at the Newcastle 
D i s e a s e Eradication Task 
Force in Riverside, said: in 
an attempt to contain the dis­ 
ease to a five-county area, 
300,013 chickens already had 
J 


been destroyed and \y% mil­ 
lion more would be “ imme­ 
diately depopulated.” 
There are diseased flocks in 
Pomona and San Dimas, Dr. 
Parrell said, but the center of 
the problem is in Fontana, 
Some 130 livestock inspec­ 
tors and veterinarians from 
throughout the United States 
are working in Ventura, Los 
Angeles, 
Orange, 
Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties, 
where the infection is preva­ 
lent. 
Flocks in Santa Barbara, 
S a n 
Diego 
and 
Imperial 
counties — considered buffer 
zones and without infection — 
are 
being 
vaccinated, 
Dr. 
Parrell said. 
“ We’re 
vaccinating 
every 


backyard chicken in Southern 
California,” Dr. Parrell said. 
He emphasized that the dis­ 
ease is a disease of birds and 
not of man and cannot be 
transmitted 
through 
either 
poultry meat or eggs. 
There is no need to fear a 
shortage of poultry meat or 
eggs, Dr. Parrell explained, 
“ because there are about 35 
million chickens and turkeys 
in Southern California.” 
He said that as of March 
13, eight flocks with t total of 
82,000 chickens had b e e n 
slaughtered in San Bernardino 
County, and that an additional 
23 flocks with 1,023,000 chick­ 
ens 
w e r e 
scheduled 
for 
slaughter. 
The two assemblymen said 
the poultry industry in San 


Bernardino County and sever­ 
al other Southern California 
counties is threatened with 
“ irreparable damage,” due to 
the disease. 
“Adequate steps must be 
taken 
to 
assure 
that 
the 
ranchers, their employes, and 
our area’s economy are pro­ 
tected from severe and unne­ 
cessary economic loss,” they 
said in a joint statement. 
They said millions of chick­ 
ens and other birds are ex­ 
pected to be slaughtered as 
part of an effort to eradicate 
the disease. 
They said slaughter com­ 
pensation, ranging from 25 
cents to $2 per bird, being 
paid ranchers “ falls short of 
adequately 
compensating 
them for their losses.”

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President Nixon Friday dis­ 
avowed the advice of a con­ 
gressional 
commission 
on 
drug abuse that legal 
pe­ 
nalties should be eliminated 
for the private use of mari­ 
juana. 
“ I oppose the legalization of 
marijuana and that includes 
its sale, possession and use,” 
Nixon told a news conference 
in his White House office. 
The commission, headed by 
f o r m e r Pennsylvania Gov. 
Raymond P. Shafer, recom­ 
mended that trafficking 
in 
marijuana should continue to 
be a crime but there should 
be no penalty for its use in 
the privacy of the home. 


VIENNA (UPI) - Czechoslo­ 
vakia is “indignant” over a 
U.S. court’s decision refusing 
a Czech mother’s claim to her 
two 
exiled 
children, 
the 
Czechoslovak n e w s agency 
said Friday. 
The mother is seeking cus­ 
tody of her children, aged 9 
and 7, who fled Czechoslo­ 
vakia with her father, Bed- 
rich Gabriel, shortly after the 
1 9 6 8 
invasion 
by 
Soviet 
troops. 
The father died in 
1969, 
leaving his children with an 
American couple in Yucaipa, 
Calif, But Czechoslovak au­ 


thorities, 
meanwhile, 
had 
granted Mrs. Vlasta Gabriel a 
divorce and custody of the 
children. A San Bernardino, 
Calif., court refused to allow 
the children 
to return 
to 
Czechoslovakia. 
CTK, Czechoslovakia’s offi­ 
cial news agency, said Friday 
“The general public in Czecho­ 
slovakia has observed with 
indignation how the American 
authorities 
and 
courts 
de­ 
prived two Czech children of 
their mother and homeland.” 
In a protest letter to the 
U.S. Embassy in Prague Fri­ 
day, the Union of Czechoslo­ 
vak Lawyers said the Califor* 


nia court hearing “was a 
mockery of the principles of 
democracy, legal ethics and 
humanity.” 
CTK also reported that a 
team of Czechoslovak lawyers 
termed the U. S. court’s argu­ 
ments as “worthless.” 
By 
keeping 
the 
children 
away from their mother, the 
lawyers said, “This is a clear 
infringement of the (United 
Nations) declaration of 
the 
r i g h t s of children.” The 
American court “violated ele­ 
mentary principles” by keep­ 
ing the children from their 
mother, they said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
S e n a t e Foreign Relations 
Committee voted unanimously 
Friday to begin a major in­ 
quiry into International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Corp. 
involvement iq Chile and the 
role of multinational corpora­ 
tions in U.S. foreign policy. 
The committee decided to 
act following publication of 
confidential documents 
sug­ 
gesting that ITT and the Cen- 
t r a 1 
Intelligence 
Agency 
(CIA) collaborated in an ef­ 
fort to foment an army coup 
in Chile that would prevent 
M a r x i s t Salvatore Allende 
from becoming president in 
1970. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., the Foreign Relations 
Chairman, said the investiga­ 
tion, backed by committee po­ 
wer to subpoena documents 
and witnesses, could last a 
full year. 
Public 
witnesses 
will include representatives of 
the administration, ITT and 


other corporations. 
Fulbright and Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, who prop­ 
osed the inquiry, assured Re­ 
publicans it had nothing to do 
with 
the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee’s current hearings 
on Richard G. Kleindienst’s 
nomination 
to 
be 
attorney 
general and his role in the 
settlement of a Justice De­ 
p a r t m e n t 
antitrust 
suit 
against ITT last year. 
However, it is now clear 
t h a t 
the 
Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress will be stre­ 
nuously involved until Elec­ 
tion Day on matters linking 
ITT and the Republican ad­ 
ministration. 
Fulbright’s inquiry, like the 
Kleindienst investigation, was 
prompted by syndicated co­ 
lumnist Jack Anderson’s pub­ 
lication of documents he attri­ 
buted to ITT.

By Resting Case 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - 
In a move that caught every­ 
one by surprise, the defense 
rested its case Friday in the 
trial of the Rev. Philip E. Ber­ 
rigan and six other antiwar 
activists charged with plotting 
to kidnap presidential adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
Former Attorney 
General 
Ramsey Clark, a member of 
the defense team, stood up 
suddenly at 4:20 p.m. EST 
and declared loudly: 
“We seek peace. We always 
seek peace, and on behalf of 
the defendants the defense 
rests.” 
The courtroom broke into a 
noisy outburst 
when 
Clark 
made the surprise announce­ 
ment, since the defense failed 
to call a single witness or 
present an argument, except 
those presented on motions to 
have charges against the de­ 
fendants dismissed. 
The other five defense at­ 
torneys each stood up one at 
a time and confirmed Clark’s 
statement to rest on behalf of 
each of the seven defendants, 
all but one of them active 
members of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Left. 
In addition to the kidnaping 
charge, the defendants were 
accused of plotting to raid 
draft boards in nine states 
and blow up the heating sys­ 
tems of federal buildings in 
Washington. 
Judge R. Dixon Herman, 
who was forced to gavel the 
court to order after Clark’s 
announcement, 
said 
closing 
arguments would be heard 
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Monday. The trial ended its 
fifth week of testimony Fri­ 
day. 
At a news conference after 
the trial was adjourned for 
the day, the defendants said 
they had met Thursday night 
and decided not to put on a 
defense because Judge Her­ 
man had indicated he would 
not permit them to call the 
type of witnesses they wan­ 
ted. 
Eqbal Ahmad, a Pakistani 
scholar and a defendant, said 
the seven wanted to call L'BI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and 
Kissinger as witnesses. Ah­ 
mad said they wanted to call 
Kissinger to see if he “had 
felt threatened by the letters” 
exchanged between Berrigan 
and Sister Elizabeth McAlis­ 
ter* another defendant. 
“We came to the decision 
by majority vote,” Berrigan 
said in a statement read by 
Ahmad. Ahmad said that he, 
Berrigan ar.d Sister Elizabeth 
favored presenting a defense, 
indicating that the vote was 
4-3. 
Judge Herman earlier Fri­ 
day had denied a defense 
request to present the jury 
with arguments that the pro- 
s e c u t i o n 
w a s 
‘ ‘ di s - 
criminatory,” based on the 
alleged personal hatred Hoo­ 
ver had for Berrigan and his 
brother, Daniel, also a priest. 
Herman also denied a defense 
motion that its witnesses be 
granted immunity, the same 
as the government witnesses. 
Sister Elizabeth was asked 
how the surprise decision to 
rest the case would affect the 
jury. 
“There's no way to know,” 
she said. “ We did not make 
the 
decision, 
because 
we 
thought we were in a better 
position for acquittal. 
“ 1 think the position we 
have taken is a very risky 
one. We did a lot of praying 
over it. It wasn’t a one-man, 
one-vote choice. 
“We may be facing some 
very long prison sentences. 
It’s a long time to wonder ... 
would it be different if ...”

British Reach 


Island Accord 


LONDON (UPI) - Premier 
Dorn Mintoff of Malta will re­ 
turn to 
London today and 
is expected to sign an agree­ 
ment ending the controversy 
that prompted Britain to be­ 
gin military withdrawal from 
his Mediterranean island, the 
defense ministry said Friday. 
“ He is expected to sign an 
agreement on Sunday after- 
n o o n , ” the announcement 
said. 
Britain 
and 
Malta 
have 
been negotiating since the be­ 
ginning of the year on the 
price the British must pay to 
keep forces on the island. Un­ 
der the original agreement 
the British paid $13 million, 
b u t 
Mintoff’s 
government 
more than trebled the price 
for an extension and the Brit­ 
ish refused to pay. 
In recent months negotia­ 
tions between the British and 
the Maltese appeared to have 
broken down, and Britain be­ 
gan moving its forces off the 
island. 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President Nixon said Fri­ 
day he 
personally ordered 
suspension of the Paris peace 
talks to end a 3 1-2-year prop­ 
aganda filibuster by the Com­ 
munists, but stood ready for 
s e r i o u s negotiations either 
publicly or privately. 
The United States was fed 
up with “bully ragging,” he 
told a White House news con­ 
ference, and was determined 
not to let the Vietnam Com­ 
munists use the talks “as a 
propaganda forum.” 
But, 
he 
said, 
“whenever 
anyone is ready to negotiate, 
we’re ready in public or pri­ 
vate channels.” 
Nixon explained the U. S. 
and South Vietnamese move 
Thursday that led to an in­ 
definite 
suspension 
of 
the 
Paris talks at an impromptu 
meeting with reporters in his 
Oval Office in which he also: 
—Hinted, as Treasury Se­ 
cretary John B. Connally did 
earlier in the day, that the 
administration might impose 
controls or take some other 
action to halt the upward 
spiral in food prkes. 
—Defended Attorney Gener­ 
al-designate 
R i c h a r d 
G. 
Kleindienst and said the Sen- 
a t e 
should 
confirm 
him 
promptly. Nixon declared that 
the administration would ne­ 
ver extend favors to any­ 
one-including 
International 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Corp. 
(ITT)—with 
the 
ex­ 
pressed or implied unders­ 
tanding of a return favor. 
—Denounced busing for ra­ 
cial balance in the schools as 
compounding the evil of infe­ 
rior education and 
racism, 
and denied his moratorium on 
new court busing orders and 
proposed desegregation guide­ 
lines for the courts was a 
throwback to the “ separate 
but equal” doctrine ruled un­ 
constitutional by the Supreme 
Court. 
—Accused AFL-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany of taking 
a “ public be damned” atti­ 
tude in resigning from the 
Pay Board. 
—Said 
that 
although 
the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union were “ still very far 
apart,” there still was a good 
chance of agreement on a 
mutual limitation of offensive 
and defensive strategic wea­ 
pons before his Moscow visit 
begins May 22. 
He also defended the per­ 
formance of the U.S. 
Am­ 
bassador to France, Arthur 
K. Watson, and said that the 
diplomat’s talks with his Chi­ 
nese counterpart Huang Chen 
“are going very well.” And 
he added a quip, “ 1 unders­ 


tand in total sobriety.” 
He referred to charges that 
Watson was unruly and drink­ 
ing on a jetliner that brought 
him to Washington recently to 
receive instructions on begin­ 
ning talks with Chinese ne­ 
gotiators in Paris to promote 
cultural and other exchanges 
between the U.S. 
and 
the 
Peking government. 
As for the Vietnam peace 
talks, which also are being 
held in Paris, the President 
said the way they had been 
going, “there was no hope 
whatever for a settlement.” 
He said “ at my direction” 
Ambassador William J. Por­ 
ter told the Vietnamese Com- 
m u n i s t negotiators there 
would be no further meetings 
until they showed willingness 
for “serious discussions” on 
concrete issues. 
Nixon said that he gave the 
order to get the negotiations 
“off dead center.” 
He said the United States 
was fed up with “bully rag­ 
ging” and was not going to 
“let them use” the negotia­ 
tions “as a prop?iga*rM f«> 
rum .” 
“ What we’re really trving 
to do is break the filibuster,” 
he said. 
“ For three-and-a-half years 
the talks hav*> been used for 
propaganda 
by 
the 
North 
Vietnamese. 
“ Whenever anyone is ready 
to negotiate,” Nixon declared, 
“ We’re rtady in public or pri­ 
vate channels.” 
T h e 
President 
acknow­ 
ledged there was an “ominous” 
buildup by the Communists in 
South Vietnam. But he said he 
had received an optimistic re­ 
port from Gen. Creighton W. 
Abhrams who told him that 
they are “still prepared for 
some attacks in the dry sea­ 
son.” 
“ If this is the case, this will 
be final proof that Vietnami* 
zation has succeeded,” Nixon 
asserted.

M onm outhshire, 
and plunged 30 feet to her 
death on the concrete. 
H e r 
scantily-clad 
body, 
daubed with red lipstick a r­ 
rows and four letter words, 
w as found the next m orning. 
At 
the 
inquest 
into 
her 
death Thursday, Coroner Glyn 
E vans said exposure, head in­ 
juries and the drugs killed E i­ 
leen. 
“ If there w as ever a case 
that illustrates the horrors of 
drugtaking, this is it,” E vans 
said. He picked up one of her 
w aterstained 
and 
rum pled 
note books and began to read. 
“ Drugs a re hell,” 
Eileen 
w rote 
in 
a 
jerky, 
spindly 
scraw l. “ I hate drugs. They 
all put drugs before health, 


food and money. It’s a te r­ 
rible w ay to die. 
“ It’s not the dying that wor­ 
ries m e, it’s before—when I 
c a n ’t get the m oney to buy 
drugs. 
“ W hat w orries me are the 
w rinkles on m y face and the 
infection in m y veins. When I 
c a n ’t find m oney for drugs, 
it’s aw ful.” 
“ I’m very sad when I think 
w hat I have done with m y 
life. I feel like dying. I’ve had 
all the good things. I m arred 
all the chances and betrayed 
all the trust. 
“ Why 
did 
I 
ever 
sta rt? 
D rugs are evil. They cause 
m ental 
illness, 
aging 
skin, 
baldness and rotting teeth. 
“ I can no longer behave 
n atu rally .” 
E vans said E i l e e n had 
talked about suicide in her 
diaries, but the inquest panel 
returned an open verdict into 
h er death. 
He called Eileen both intelli­ 
gent and beautiful and added, 
“ It’s clea r drugs brought her 
no pleasure, no joy, only un­ 
happiness.”

POMONA — Schools Supt. 
Robert Wentz is on the cam ­ 
paign trail. 
But there 
are 
no 
brass 
bands, babies to kiss or of­ 
fices to win, just a stack of 
educational data, a hall filled 
with parents and an issue — 
integration. 
In 
the 
past 
few 
weeks, 
Wentz has spoken before 25 to 
20 community groups, hoping 
to better understanding of, 
and reception for, the dis­ 
trict’s proposed equal éduca­ 
tion-intégration study. 
The size and response of 
the groups has varied. Some 
have been open to the plan; 
others less so. But in each 
case there has been “ good 
dialogue and an exchange of 
views,’’ according to Wentz. 
“ I think we have provided 
some food for thought,” he 
said 
after 
a 
meeting 
this 
week. “ It is extremely diffi­ 
cult to assess if someone has 
changed his mind on the basis 
of a presentation, but you 
cannot help but create some 
thought 
about 
the 
overall 
kinds of problems. 
“ I would say of the groups 
that we have met with . . . 
there have been as many for 
change as against. Whether 
that is representative of the 
total community . . 
Wentz 
is not certain. 
Wentz has spoken to PTA 
groups, church members, the 
Pomona Coordinating Council, 
th NAACP, and neighborhood 
gatherings, and before the in­ 
tegration study goes to the 
Board of Education April 11 
for its approval, he hopes to 
speak to several more. 
“ We have not encouraged 
big, massive group meetings 
because they are not produc­ 
tive,” he said. “ We have en­ 
couraged small group m eet­ 
ings, where we can get some 
dialogue and people can ask 
some questions. 
“ We hope to broaden it out 
to include more people.” 
About 
70 
to 89 
parents, 
and some s t u d e n t s , met 
with Wentz Monday night at 
Council of Churches. 
The session was sponsored 
by the church’s Social Con­ 
cerns 
Committee 
and 
was 
o p e n 
to 
the 
community 
through the Pomona Valley 
Councils of Churches. 
Accompanied by an arm ful 
of volumes and information 
sheets, Wentz outlined four 
reasons 
for the 
integration 
study, and then moved on to 
what 
the 
study 
committee 
will recommend. 
Overall academic achieve­ 
ments improves in districts 
that fully integrate, the super­ 
intendent stressed. “ We could 
cite from numerous volumes, 
and we could find that those 
systems that have been in­ 
volved 
in 
integration 
long 
enough to get raw data can 
substantially 
support 
this 
statem ent.” 
The world is complex and 
m ultiracial, Wentz noted, and 
h e s t r e s s e d that schools 
should 
prepare 
students to 
“deal with society as it is 
now and as it will be In the 


iulurtv” 


A 
less-than-fully-integrated 
district only helps perpetuate 
“ inequality, separation, fear,” 
Wentz added, no m atter how 
much money it pours into 
books, facilities and teachers. 
Citing a third reason, Wentz 
pointed out that state law re­ 
quires districts with schools 
“significantly” out of balance 
racially or ethnically to de­ 
vise integration program s. 


As part of the proposed in­ 
tegration 
program , 
grade 
groupings will be realigned, 
Wentz explained, with 
stu­ 
dents attending schools in kin- 
dergarten-to-third, fourth - to - 
sixth, seventh-to-eighth, ninth 
to 10th, and llth-to-12th grade 
groups. 
Then cam e some questions: 
Would putting children togeth­ 


er early really help solve 


campus racial friction? How 
much would such a program 
cost? How far will children 
have to walk? Will it hurt 
athletic program s? How much 
say will parent-advisory coun­ 
cils have? 
When will 
you 
know if federal funds will be 
available to help pay for the 
program ? 
Wentz answered 
each 
at 
length, among other things, 
explaining 
that 
the 
sooner 
children of different groups 
associate the easier it is for 
them to accept each other, a 
tax override will probably be 
needed soon even if the pro­ 
gram is not enacted; and the 
availability of federal funds 
will only be known after a 
program is settled on.

Pioneer Sale 
Tells the Tale 


JOSEPH H. FIRMAN 


Through channels too tangled to attem pt to outline, there has 
come to my hand a document announcing that one F. L. Moss, 
two miles south of Versailles, Ky., on McCann’s Ferry Pike, 
plans to sell his personal property and take off for Oregon 
Territory with his ox team. The document is dated March 1, 
1849. 
Psychologists will tell you that you can learn a lot about an 
individual by the clothes he wears, by looking at the books he 
reads, by a dozen other little nuances that reflect his charac­ 
ter. 1 posit that 1 know a great deal about our Mr. Moss just 
from reading his bill of sale. He’s quite a guy, and my heart 
goes out to him across more than a century of American 
history. 
The lares and penates of the Moss tribe of that era were 
pretty extensive. He must have been the Howard Hughes of 
Livingston County, Ky. He would sell, he announced, "All ox 
team s except Buck and Ben and Tom and Terry; two milk 
cows; one grey m are and colt; two ox carts; an iron plow 
with wooden mole board, and 800 foot of popular weath­ 
erboards.” 
And that’s just for starters. Also going to the block were 
“ 1,200 three-foot rails; 
a 60-gallon soap kettle; 85 sugar 
troughs m ade of white ash tim ber; 10 gallons of m aple syrup; 
two spinning wheels; 30 pounds of mutton tallow; 20 pounds of 
beef tallow; and one large loom made by Jerry Wilson.” 
The picture begins to em erge, doesn’t it? A hard-working, 
successful farm er, with rich property and a wife he drives like 
a slave Off to Oregon, he is courageous, adventuresom e, and 
ambitious. Obviously he plans to get rid of his wife along the 
way, since he has put her spinning wheels, loom, and soap 
kettle up for auction. 
Our roLling stone reveals another side of his character as we 
go down the list of goodies for sale. “ One hundred em pty 
barrels, a 32-gallon barrel of Johnson-Miller whiskey, seven 
years old; 20 gallons of apple brandy; and a 40-gallon still.” 
Here is a 19th Century swinger, you m ust grant. One hun­ 
dred empty barrels. How many winter nights did It take to 
em pty them ? He’s apparently sworn off apple brandy, and 
that Johnson-Miller whiskey m ust have given him plenty of 
hangovers if he is leaving 32 gallons of it behind. 
Unfortunately, neither the Livingston County Gazette nor our 
history books reveal what happened to Mr. F. L. Moss after he 
sold his property and departed McCann’s Ferry Pike, but just 
from reading his advertisem ent, I have a feeling he did all 
right. 
Lei’s all drink a silent toast to Mr. Moss-in Johnson-Miller 
whiskey, 130 years old.

“ I spotted this young couple 
hanging around,” Ben says.

his little black account book. 
About halfway home he said 
to my father that we’d have 
to go back because the grocer 
had cheated us out of 
10 
cents. So we, with one of the 
five richest men in the world, 
turned around and drove buck 
to town to get his 10 cents 
back.” 
When Ben was 18, a How­ 
ard Hughes aide came to the 
ranch to buy horses for a new 
movie, “ The Outlaw,” which 
started Jane Russell’s career. 
And Ben got the job of bring­ 
ing the horses to Hollywood. 
“ I got out here and they 
paid me $175 a week to look 
after the horses,” he says. 
“ To a boy who had been 
making $1 a day, that looked 
pretty good, so I just stayed.” 
He’s been here ever since, 
except for one year when he 
went on the rodeo circuit. 
“ And the end of that year,” 
he says, “ all I had was a 
beat-up car and a mad wife 
— but I ’d won the champion­ 
ship. 
“ That meant a lot to me, 
and to my father. He didn’t 
live long enough to see it, but 
he did live long enough to 


know that I was in the lead 
for the championship. I think 
that would have meant more 
to him than the Oscar.” 
Ben still has the ranch in 
Oklahoma — 3,500 acres of 
deeded land plus another 
500 acres of leased land.

SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. (UPI) 
— Representatives of m ajor 
league club owners and base­ 
ball players failed to reach 
agreem ent Friday on a pen­ 
sion plan that has resulted 
in a threatened strike by the 
players. 
Representatives 
of 
both 
sides said they will continue 
holding closed-door meetings 
during the week before the 
current three-year agreem ent 
expires on March 31. 
The 
disagreem ent 
centers 
over a 17 per cent cost of liv­ 
ing increase in the players’ 
pension fund which the own­ 
ers have refused to grant. 
John Gaherin, representing 
the owners, and Marvin Mil­ 
ler, Executive Director of the 
Players’ 
Association, 
said 
meetings would continue at 
undisclosed times and sites, 
somewhere in 
the 
Phoenix 
area, for the coming week. 
Gaherin and Miller said nei­ 
ther side had changed its po­ 
sition during Friday’s 1^-hour 
meeting. 
Gaherin said the clubs were 
prepared at the end of the 
season to make their $5.4 mil­ 
lion contribution to the health 
and pension plan if there is 
no agreem ent but 
there i9 
also “ no disturbance’’ by the 
players. 
“ This is equivalent to tel­ 
ling an employe he can’t have 
a pay raise, but if he contin­ 
ues working, he will get his 
sam e salary,’’ said Miller. 
Miller said he did not know 
whether a strike would be 
called but the sentim ent was 
for a walkout if there is “ no 
acceptable settlem ent.” 
Miller said 19 clubs have 
been polled and the vote so 
far is 535 to 8 in favor of a 
strike, if necessary. He said 
the other five clubs will be 
polled this week. 
Miller said 17 clubs voted 
unanimously for a strike and 
of the other two, the vote was 
19 to 4 and 21 to 4 in favor of 
a walkout. 
I n c r e a s e d costs in the 
health plan are not an issue 
because they are relatively 
minor since they amount to 
only about $800,000 of

package, 
said Miller.

West’s clutch 15-foot shot with 
two seconds left gave Los An­ 
geles a 112-110 victory over the 
Phoenix Suns Friday night as 
the Lakers broke one National 
Basketball Association record 
and tied two others. 
Phoenix apparently tied the 
gam e with no tim e remaining 
when Connie 
Hawkins con­ 
nected on a 15-footer from the 
base line but referee Joe Bel­ 
mont ruled that Hawkins was 
out of bounds when he shot 
the ball. 
In a record-shattering year, 
the Pacific 
Division cham ­ 
pions established a new NBA 
m ark with their 35th home 
victory. 
In 
addition, 
they 
equalled the all-time league 
record with their 68th win and 
also became the sixth team to 
score 100 or more points in 80 
gam es during a season. 
The Lakers also hold the 
NBA records for consecutive 
victories (33), wins on the 
road (31) and the biggest win­ 
ning margin (63 points). 
West had a cold hand be­ 
fore c o n n e c t i n g on the 
straightaw ay shot. It came 
after Phoenix had failed to 
get the ball away in 24 sec­ 
onds.

The Penn Central, as the 
product of the merger was 
named, had combined assets 
ot $4.5 billion, 20,570 miles of 
track and over 95,000 em­ 
ployees with an annual pay­ 
roll exceeding $1 billion. 
Just 867 days 
later the 
Penn Central declared bank­ 
ruptcy, an event which shook 
the financial, industrial and 
governmental 
structures 
of 
ration. 
Hew such a disaster could 


befall a corporation of such 
magnitude is the subject of 
Joseph Daughen and Peter 
Binzen’s book, “ The Wreck of 
the Penn Central.” 
The following exerpt from 
chapter one illustrates the dif­ 
ficulties involved in research­ 
ing the book and presents an 
insight into the motivation of 
the authors: 
The Penn Central was 
like a gigantic octopus, its 
tentacles reaching into hun­ 
dreds of board rooms, af­ 
fecting universities, touch­ 
ing virtually every major 
bank 
in the 
nation, 
in- 
f 1 u e n c i n g government. 
When the Department of 
Transportation attempted to 
retain attorneys and ac­ 
countants to untangle the 
corporate spaghetti, it was 
forced to search for days 
before it could locate firms 
that did not, in one way or 
another, have some rela­ 
tionship with the railroad or 
its subsidiaries. 


New Forster novel 
has charm, sympathy

; e retreat in the title is a 
Lon 'on town-house into which 
the 69 year old William Bone 
hoped to retire and there to 
live according to ritual and 
rigid schedules and not ever 
have anything to do with any­ 
body.

But he already has an un­ 
welcome lodger.

A semi-hippie couple moves 
in and the girl puts Mr. Bone 
througs some changes by hav­ 
ing a baby when only he can 
assist. At the end of the storv 
we are to understand that Mr, 
Bone accepts people somew­ 
hat better, though he finakv 
manages to empty his liou.-e 
of lodgers. 
Margaret Forster is an ac­ 
complished novelist who Ufces 
odd names and lonely charac­ 
ters. Among her previous no­ 
vels are FEN ELLA PH1ZA- 


CKERLEY (just now out in 
paperback) 
and 
GEORGY 
GIRL. Her accurate and uni- 
ronic style allows the strange 
story of Mr. Bone to be 
frequently and unexpectedly 
charming. 
Instead of the uncertain and 
protean qualities of youth, as 
in her earlier novels, “ Mr. 
Bone’s Retreat” presen*s a 
little man whose narrowness 
and meanness have been pro­ 
longed over many years. With 
subtle skill Miss Forster res­ 
ists the temptations to mora­ 
lize or to be grotesque and 
satirical at the expense of the 
characters. 
She has done what is not 
common in fiction. She has 
allowed old people to be na­ 
tural and to win our sympa­ 
thy, without idealizing them. 
The novel arouses much cu­ 
riosity and suspense, and to­ 
ward the end there are re­ 
markable scenes 
(including 
the childbirth) which betray 
secrets and round out the per­ 
sonality and motivation of the 
title character. 
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During the course of the 
research for this account, 
several 
persons 
involved 
with the Penn Central said 
the story of the collapse 
could not be told because of 
the immensity of the sub­ 
ject, or because it was 
premature. Some refused to 
cooperate. 
Carroll R. Wetzel handled 
legal matters for the rail­ 
road during the tense, final 
days before the petition for 
reorganization tinder Sec­ 
tion 77 of the Bankruptcy 
A c t w as 
filed. 
Wetzel 
drafted the petition and ar­ 
ranged to have it presented 
to a judge at the judge’s 
home on a late Sunday af­ 
ternoon. 
Later, Wetzel complained 
i at press reports about

were filled 
w i t h 
“ distortions” 
and 
“ gross inaccuracies.” But 
he refused to help set the 
record straight. 
Wetzel was a partner in 
Dechert Price & Rhoads, 
one of the largest and most 
prestigious law firms 
in 
Philadelphia.

For his tall tale of adven­ 
ture in California gold fields, 
Sid Fleischman, Santa Monica 
author, is the winner of the 
1972 Recognition of Merit gi­ 
ven by the Claremont Gradu­ 
ate School. 
The George G. Stone Center 
for Children’s Books presents 
a recognition scroll annually 
for excellence of stories for 
children. Fleischman won the 
award for his book, “ By the 
Great Horned Spoon!” It is 
the story of a servant and a 
child from a New England 
family who travel to Califor­ 
nia during the Gold Rush. 
Their 
adventures 
are 
hu­ 
morous and exaggerated; the 
Gold Rush background is au­ 
thentic. T he book is intended 
for children 10 to 12. 


As its title indicates, it is 
about “ that” famous regi­ 
ment which Is so intimately 
identified with the Spanish- 
American War of 1898. Jones 
gives us first a look at Teddy 
Roosevelt the young aristo- 
crat-politician-athlete-cowboy, 
compensating for his bodily 
weaknesses, rising above per­ 
sonal misfortune, and receiv­ 
ing the appointment of Assis­ 
tant Secretary of the Navy 
under President McKinley. 
We are also told a little 
about Spain’s harsh treatment 
of its colony, Cuba, and the 
dangers posed to American 
investment capital by the un­ 
happy conditions on the is­ 
land. Then there was “ Roose­ 
velt’s enthusiasm for war,” 
which “ met strong opposition 
from the Navy Secretary.” 
A mysterious naval tragedy 
set the wheels of war in mo­ 
tion. On Feb. 15, 1898, the 
American battleship “ Maine” 
was blown up in Havana har­ 
bor (where it had been sent, 
“ for the protection of Ameri­ 
can citizens” ); 266 crewmen 
and officers, lost their lives. 
Relations between the Uni­ 
ted States and Spain worsened 
steadily over the next two 
months, and by the end of 
April war was declared. 
A certain kind of soldier 
was needed to fight on Cuban 
soil, 
particularly 
with 
the 
U.S. 
shockingly unprepared 
for war; the cowboy-fighter. 
, . and this hardy type rallied 
to the patriotic and widely ad­ 
vertised cause, coming “ from 
the ranches, the mines, the 
plains, the arrovos, the moun- 
t a i n s of f our T e r r i ­ 
tories—Arizona, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, and Indian." 
These roughnecks, Rough 
Riders in other words, repre­ 
sented the first volunteer ca­ 
valry. which was a part of 
the 5th Corps, the Army unit 
dispatched to Cuba. 
The Rough Riders had two 
leaders: Col. Leonard Wood 
(the senior officer), an Army 
surgeon two years younger 
than 
Roosevelt, the better 
known chief of th? R.R.s. 
W o o d ’ s physical prowess 
shaded Roosevelt’s. Not con- 


tent with his duties as sur­ 
geon, Wood was soon “track­ 
ing Indians out in the South­ 
western Territories,” where 
“ he built a reputation as the 
liest boxer in the American 
Army and the only white man 
who could tire out an Apache 
on the trail.” 
Interestingly and in lively 
style, Jones chronicles the 
Rough Riders’ 137 days of 
service, during this violent 
but brief conflict (by July the 
Spanish had surrendered). 
The famous battle at San 
Juan Hill is given special at­ 
tention, 
as 
is 
Roosevelt’s 
death-defying charge. Was he 
really trying to get himself 
wiped out? Such heroics are 
seldom 
seen, 
even among 
committed officers on the bat­ 
tlefield. Clearly, anyone so 
transformed as Roosevelt was 
by the San Juan Hill engage­ 
ment must recommend him­ 
self to party leaders and the 
electorate as a likely candi­ 
date for high office (by 1899 
Roosevelt was Governor of 
New York). 
Along with his descriptions 
of battles and military logis­ 
tics, Jones gives us fascinat­ 
ing 
side 
glances 
at 
the 
famous war correspondents 
who came to report what was 
going on, to the folks back 
home: Stephen Crane, Rich­ 
ard Harding Davis, and John 
Fox, Jr. (who would later 
write “ The Trail of the Lone­ 
some Pine” ) . . .the great 
American 
military 
balloon, 
which was shot down in line 
ol duty . . the disastrous Yel­ 
low Jack which struck the 
victorious Americans. 
Tragedy, 
violence, 
levity 
are mixed together here as 
they must have been at the 
time of the Cuban campaign. 
Disembarking on 
American 
soil, on the morning of Aug. 
15, Roosevelt heard a loud 
‘How are you?’ ” and boomed 
out, “ ‘Pm in a disgracefully 
healthy condition! I‘ve had a 
bully time and a bully fight! I 
feel as big and as strong as a 
bull moose ’ ” 
Like his own Rough Riders 
outfit, 
he 
was 
part 
high 
society 
‘‘swell” 
and 
part 
man-in-the-stPeet tough guy.

Miss Salter has written a

Japan skittish 
of leader role 


The Japanese are flattered at talk they should be 
included in a new five-sided world power structure, 
but they don’t see how they, in their present cir­ 
cumstances, could play a truly influential role in 
such an arrangement of strength. 
The so-called “multipolar” approach is getting a 
lot of attention these days from foreign affairs spe­ 
cialists. The underlying notion is that the super­ 
powers — the United States, Russia and China — are 
diminishing in their world impact and that a new 
balance of power drawing in Japan and the West 
European lands (European Economic Community) 
is logical. 
Leaders in Japan, deeply concerned about what 
they see as America’s deliberate constricting of its 
world role, are certainly listening to the new sug­ 
gestions. They are mystified as to what course is 
best for them to take and would welcome wisdom 
from any quarter. 
They are nowhere near being persuaded, however, 
that the five-way balance of power concept has 
practical meaning for them. 
To begin with, they insist that the kind of power 
the world’s diplomats are talking about is funda­ 
mentally military power. And of this they have vir­ 
tually none, being limited and wishing to stay limit­ 
ed to a modest-sized “self-defense” military force. 
They do have plans to enlarge this force some­ 
what, and to equip it with more advance weaponry 
(not including nuclear arm s). But such steps would 
not convert Japan into a military power. Their for­ 
ces, for instance, are not a patch on what the EEC 
nations could field. 
The Japanese carry the argument further. They 
anticipate that others will say their inclusion in a 
five-nation power setup is rooted In their status as 
the world’s third greatest economic power. 
Japan is indeed proud of this standing and of the 
drive and energy which brought the country to it. 
Yet, without false modesty, they contend this view 
of their economic strength is misleading. 
In their eyes, they do not have really broad-based 
economic power. They see that as an accumulation 
of economic wealth which embraces not simply the 
kind of huge, highly modern production facilities they 
have, but also other vital assets — housing, schools, 
hospitals, roads, protection against pollution. These 
things they lack in volume. 
Interestingh, I do not find them just comparing 
themselves with the giant United States in this re­ 
gard. They look at a country like Great Britian, 
which they have now’ surpassed industrially. Though 
Britain’s population is barelv hall theirs, the Japa­ 
nese think the British are stiil far ahead of them in 
the real measures of economic strength, adding up 
to a better “quality of life.” 
Consequently, it strikes the Japanese as more 
than faintly ludicrous that they should be thought of 
as one of five main elements in a “multipolar” 
world, while Britain is merely a fair-sized part of a 
larger power package called the EEC. 
jNone of this, of course, should be taken to mean 
that the Japanese don’t want to play a proper world 
role or don’t recognize their need to do more in 
foreign ard for the developing nations. 
Even here, though, they think the five-power ap­ 
proach fails to gauge properly their present limit­ 
ations. In a presumed worldwide balance of jxmer 
arrangem ent, Asia is the natural sphere for Japa­ 
nese influence. It is an area crying for leadership 
and help. 
The Japanese agree. Yet they sensibly point out 
that of the still green memories of their conduct in 
World War II, they are not likely to be warmly 
welcomed in many Asian quarters for some years to 
come.

OF GOD AND MAN 
God's forgiveness not 
grudgingly extended

Lent, now drawing to a 
close, is the season of the 
church year when special at­ 
tention is given to the move­ 
ment 
of 
mind 
and 
spirit 
known as repentance. 
In popular usage, and In 
many dictionaries, repentance 
is equated with self-reproach. 
Being penitent means being 
remorseful for misdeeds. 
The biblical concept of re- 
p e n t a n c e , however, runs 
much deeper than that. Re­ 
pentance is not just “feeling 
sorry” but “turning back to 
God.” 
This is consistent with the 
Bible’s view that sin is not so 
much a 
particular act 
of 
wrongdoing as a state of alie­ 
nation from God. 
General Confession 
The Book of Common Pra­ 
yer, basis of Anglican wor­ 
ship since the Reformation, 
contains a general confession, 
to be said by the congregation 
in unison, which succinctly de­ 
scribes this state in which hu­ 
man 
beings, however good 
their 
intentions, 
often 
find 
themselves: 
‘ ‘ We 
have 
erred 
and 
strayed from Thy ways like 
lost sheep. We have followed 
too much the devices and de­ 
sires of our own hearts ... We 
have left undone those things 
which we ought to have done. 
We have done those things we 
ought not to have done.” 
In the teaching of Jesus, 
the root cause of sin is put- 
t i n g 
anything 
or 
anyone 
ahead of God on our schedule 
of concerns. It is not merely 
the pleasures of this world, 


Jesus said, but even more its 
cares and troubles, that tend 
to distract us from our first 
duty to worship God and seek 
His will in all things. 
The Bible lays down only 
one condition for repentance: 
the sinner must acknowledge, 
without rationalization or self­ 
justification, 
that 
he 
has 
drifted away from God, and 
turn back contritely to re-es­ 
tablish the close relationship 
of son-to-Father which has 
been impaired by inattention 
or disobedience. 
God does not require the 
penitent sinner to grovel in 
remorse 
or 
inflict 
punish­ 
ments upon himself to make 
amends. 
That is made abundantly 
clear in the New Testament’s 
classic story of repentance, 
Jesus’ parable of the prodigal 
son. 
In 
this 
famous 
parable, 
which Swiss theologian Emil 
Brunner 
aptly called 
“the 
whole 
Christian 
gospel 
in 
miniature,” a son defies his 
father’s 
authority, 
demands 
his inheritance in advance, 
and leaves home to live it up 
in a distant city. After he has 
run through all his money, 
the prodigal (i.e., recklessly 
wasteful) son is driven by 
hunger to return home, hop­ 
ing his father will forgive him 
at least to the extent of tak­ 
ing him on as a hired hand. 
He has no hope of being ac­ 
cepted again as a son and 
heir: even this willful young 
man figures that would be too 
much to ask.

Incriminating Memo 
Here’s the incredible, be­ 
hind-the-scenes story: 
At first, the strategy was to 
discredit Dita Beard, the sal- 
ty-tongued ITT lobbyist, who 
w r o t e t h e incriminating 
memo suggesting there had 
been a link between the set­

of

antitrust 
cases

from ITT to help finance the 
Republican convention.

Looking at drug abuse from 
a purely medical standpoint 


Small package from Latin 
America brings big reward 


This is the second article 
r e p o r t i n g on a four-part 
series on drug abuse being 
sponsored under Chino adult 
education. The series seeks to 
explain 
the 
medical, 
social 
and technical aspects of drug 
abuse for young persons and 
adults by presenting guest au­ 
thorities on the subject.

The second lecture in the 
series of four on drug educa­ 
tion features speaker Jam es 
P. Drinkard, dealing with the 
“ Medical Aspects of Drugs.” 
At the beginning of the lec- 
fied that a drug is “anything 
that can be swallowed, injec­ 
ted, or inhaled,” and addic­ 
tion to drugs is “ the state that 
exists when a person cannot 
live without the drug.” 
One 
of 
the 
most 
overly 
a b u s e d drugs is alcohol, 
whose abusers contract a con­ 


dition called the DTs. 
Ihe 
DTs stand for delerium tre­ 
mens, which is an alcohol 
withdrawal. Twenty per cent 
of those who contract the DTs 
die, making this one of the 
more serious diseases. The 
chronic 
alcoholic 
gradually 
destroys his liver cells 
by 
turning them into scar tissue 
which can never be healed. 
Alcoholic hepatitis is another 
disease mainly affecting the 
long-time drinker. 
Dr. Drinkard also talked of 
the 
dangers 
of 
the 
intra­ 
venous drugs. Any germs or 
diseases on the needle or sy­ 
ringe can also be injected into 
the bloodstream. Some dis­ 
eases known to have been 
transm itted this way are sy­ 
philis and m alaria. 
Depending 
on 
the 
avail­ 
ability of pure heroin, various 
dilutants 
are 
added. 
These 
range 
from 
strychnine 
(a 
lethal poison) to talcum pow­ 
der (causes blood clots). Oth­ 
er less harmful dilutants are 


flour, 
and 
milk-sugar. 
The 
trouble with diluted heroin is 
that eventually a pure dose 
will be taken, resulting in in­ 
stantaneous 
death. 
In 
New 
York, some addicts died so 
quickly because of this that 
the needle was still in their 
arm s when they were found. 
In trying to cure a heroin 
addict, authorized drug clinics 
are using methadone in place 
of heroin. Methadone is an 
opiate related to both m or­ 
phine and heroin. However it 
is less addicting. Methadone 
is not a complete cure, and 
heroin 
addicts 
must 
take 
methadone 
indefinitely. 
Dr. 
Drinkard 
pointed 
out 
that 
methadone causes withdrawal 
symptoms, but it is not as 
severe 
as 
heroin. 
On 
this 
methadone, former heroin ad­ 
dicts can lead normal lives. 
The final point of Dr. Drin- 
kard’s talk was that young 
people are not responsible for 
the present “drug culture,” 
the older generation Is.

Death penalty ban: 
strides for humanity

( By declaring the death penalty unconstitutional, the Califor­ 
nia State Supreme Court has made great strides in active 
human concern. (It is unfortunate that the legislature could 
not see tit to do so when it legalized abortion.)

The court, by abolishing capital punishment, has eliminated 
the “easy way” we had of disposing of social misfits. It would 
definitely have been easier to kill Charles Manson or Sirhan 
than it will be to help them. With the Governor cutting back 
aid to mental health at every opportunity, our job is even 
more difficult. But, in spite of the countless problems we are 
going to face as a result of the court’s decision, I think we are 
going to be better for having faced them. 
Our responsibility now is to those who, once convicted, are 
at the mercy of the state. Prisons are possibly the most de­ 
humanizing institutions man has ever created,

If we don’t insist on more adequate prison facilities, and, for 
the psychologically distrubed, better mental health care, we 
cannot expect the abolishment of the death penalty to improve 
anything.

Parole is not the answer. Chances are too great that so­ 
meone imprisoned for a lesser offense will commit a greater 
offense after he is leleased on parole. It has happened before. 
Neither can we expect citizens to welcome the parole of 
seriously distrubed convicts. Citizens are entitled to security in 
their homes and neighborhoods. 
The court decision has and will continue to raise more ques­ 
tions than it has answered. But I hope we will not be afraid to 
answer them.

What is college worth? 


Exactly what is a college 
education worth in the job 
market? 
The answers to that ques­ 
tion are the basis of an in­ 
formational 
summary 
by 
Gloria Stevenson in the fall 
issue of the Occupational Out­ 
look Quarterly published by 
the U.S. Labor Department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Only a few years ago, the 
answer was obvious: A col­ 
lege education was almost an 
automatic passport to a good 
job with good pay. Job offers 
were usually plentiful and col­ 
lege graduates had only to de­ 
cide which one to accept. 
Today, 
more 
and 
more 
graduates are having difficul­ 
ty in the job market. Not since 
1958, some observers report, 
has the job outlook been more 
clouded. 
Starting salaries also reflect 
the tightened jobmarket. 
The reasons for the change 
reflect a general economic 


slowdown, 
prompting 
some 
companies to undertake bud­ 
get cutbacks and cutbacks in 
hiring. Also affecting the si­ 
tuation is the fact that for 
many years the demand for 
professional workers outpaced 
the supply, and in this decade 
the pattern is shifting. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics projections 
indicate that as record num­ 
bers 
of 
college 
graduates 
bom during the 1950s enter the 
labor force, supply may ex­ 
ceed demand during his de­ 
cade. The result will be stif- 
fer competition for available 
Jobs. 
Elementary and secondary 
teachers are already feeling 
the effect on this shift. Op­ 
portunities in teaching, long 
an area of chronic manpower 
shortages, are decreasing as 
supply outpaces demand. 
For many families, rising 
costs are a major factor in 
judging the worth of a college 
education.

Place to study 
is a must in 
today’s home 


Continuing 
education 
for 
people of all ages is a must 
nowadays, just to keep pace 
with the world’s greatly ex­ 
panding fund of knowledge. 
Many breadwinners, their 
wives and children attend 
night school, seminars, or 
training centers. Others take 
correspondence courses. All 
need a suitable place for 
home study. 
For quiet and seclusion, a 
bedroom may be used also as 
a study. Even though small, 
the room usually has space 
for a desk, chair and light. 
Appearance of the room has 
a great bearing on its effec­ 
tiveness as a home study cen­ 
ter, suggests John Concord, 
home improvement consultant 
to Masonite Corporation. At 
least, he suggests, surround 
the study corner with panel- 


of tuition, room and board for 
attendance at a public college 
or university has risen by 46 
per cent in the 10 years since 
1960 — to $1,198 a year; and 
the increase in private institu­ 
tions is 66 per cent, to $2,520. 
Even without future Inflation, 
the cost of four years of col­ 
lege in 1980 is expected to ex­ 
ceed $6,000 at a public college 
and more than double this 
amount at a private school. 
Parents and students may 
be tempted to weight these 
costs — plus the costs of four 
years of income foregone — 
against the attractive earn­ 
ings of many craftsmen who 
do not have a college degree, i 
Skilled building tradesmen, 
for example, were earning ! 
more than $7 an hour in mid- 
1971 and workers in large 
cities were earning consid- ; 
erably more. 
However, the general bleak | 
situation described thus far 
should not be accepted as evi­ 
dence that a college education 
is not worth the time and mo­ 
ney. The many good reasons 
for investing in higher educa­ 
tion include the fact that high­ 
er education — an ALL edu­ 
cation — general has paid off 
well in dollars. 
The relationship between in­ 
come and education is evident 
in studies of both annual and 
lifetime earnings. In 1968, for 
example, the average lifetime 
income for those 18 and over 
who had less than eight years 
of education was $213,505; for 
those with high school educa­ 
tion, $371,084; and for those 
with four years of college or 
more, $607,921. 
A l s o , Increased earnings 
are not the only reward to a 
college 
education; 
employ­ 
ment prospects and job secur­ 
ity also improve as education 
Increases. 
Long-term projections by 
the Bureau of Labor statistics 
also indicate that people who 
have the most education will 
continue to face the brightest 
job prospects. 
Also important Is the fact 
that no valid decision con­ 
cerning the worth of a college 
education can be made with­ 
out considering certain cultur­ 
al and social benefits of edu­ 
cation. Although impossible to 
measure, these factors can 
contribute immensely to an 
individual’s well being. 
Each 
prospective 
college 
student must decide for him­ 
self by weighing his own in­ 
terests, abilities and career 
plans against the costs and 


rewards of a college educa­ 
tion.

Dental insurance taking big strides

A few years ago it existed 
only in some scattered pilot 
projects, to test feasibility. 
Today more than 10 million 
Americans are covered, re­ 
ports the Health Insurance In- 
stiture — and it urges that 
you get coverage, if you can, 
as one of the better invest­ 
ments in good health. 
More 
than 
just 
Insuring 
against the cost of treatment 
and repair, says the 
dental insurance may actually 
improve your teeth. 


That’s 
because 
insurance 
programs promote preventive 
care by paying all or most of 
the cost of periodic exam­ 
inations, 
including 
cleaning 
the teeth. Dentists agree that 
such preventive dentistry can 
forestall or minimize most 
dental problems, and give ev- 
e r y o n e m u c h healthier 
mouths. 


Most Americans, 
unfortu­ 
nately, don’t invest in regular 
preventive care — the Ameri­ 
can Dental Association says, 
in fact, that fewer than half 
get even “ adequate” care — 
and as a result, the American 
mouth is in pretty bad shape:

Dental insurance plans are 
offered in two basic types:

“ schedule”

comprehensive insurance. 
The first type gives the po­ 
licyholder a schedule or list 
of the various dental proce­ 
dures and sets a dollar limit 
on the reimbursement allo­ 
wable in each case. 
Comprehensive plans gener­ 
ally call for an initial “ deduc­ 
tible,” to be paid by the po­ 
licyholder, after which the in­ 
surance covers a large per­ 
centage of the dentist’s bills.

Trap shooting a

Rod and Gun Club

Whether you are 8 or 80, love to fish, hunt, trap shoot, camp 


or are just interested in preserving wild hfe and country, 
there’s an activity for you in the Pomona Valley Rod and Gun 


Club. 
Organized 28 years ago this month, the club has a total 
membership of 200, w:th some 40 or 50 who are consistently 
active in the club’s programs. 
What began with six men who attended a meeting of the 
directors of the Western Conservation Club grew quickly in the 
first few years of its existence and at one time had nearly 
1,000 active members. 
Despite fluctuations in the membership over the years, 
many of the old-timers still remain. 
Although membership is limited to men, the wives of club 


members have been increasingly active in the last 10 years. 


Several of the wives are good shooters, says current president 


John Vietti of Pomona. ‘ You have to shoot pretty fair to beat 


them.” 
Not only are they good shooters, but the women are also 
excellent fishermen. In fact thev cutfished the men at a recent 
four-dav fishing trip to San Felipe, Mexico. 
Trap shooting is far and away the most popular activity 
among club members of all ages. Ihe club maintains both a 
trap range and a skeet range at its clubhouse facilities in the 
southwest comer of the Los Angeles County Fair Grounds in 
Pomona near Gate 17-A, where club members shoot free. 


The ranges are open to the public from 9 to 5 p.m. nearly 
every Sunday of the year at a nominal fee of $1.50 for 25 clay

pigeons. “ We’re the least expensive club in the area,” says 
Vietti. 


Prizes Make It Popular 
One reason trap shooting is so popular, says Vietti, is that 
the prizes are better. At least once a month the club holds a 
meat shooi with the winners taking home steaks, hams, or 
turkeys. In addition there are trophy shoots in both skeet and 
trap, often in competition with other clubs as far away as San 
Diego. 
According to Vietti, the Club’s shooters usually come out on 
top against other clubs and have achieved an enviable local 
reputation. 
Ernie Havlicek of Pomona, a past president of the club, has 
shot at the annual grand national of U.S. trap shooting at 
Vandalia and was a Sports Afield trap team member in 1964. 


Several members, like Cliff Bean and Monte Herd who won 
at a state meet in Las Vegas recently, are “ almost as good as 
Havlicek,” says Vietti. 
And many of these shooters are youngsters. They start out 
at age a in the yearly preseason hunter’s training class that 
Havlicek conducts. The boys are taught safety, shooting and 
are qualified upon completion to apply for their first hunting 
licenses. 
The youngsters start their training with 20-gauge guns, but 
quickly move up to 12-gaugers, says Vietti. Some of the boys 
are better shooters than their dads are. One member is always 
saying he’s going to beat his son one of these days.” 
With a fair amount of practice, Vietti estimates a shooter 
can go from scratch to the top score of 25 "birds” in three 
months. But he added, it usually takes from six months to a 
year for the average shooter to reach the top ranks. 


Trap Shooting Expenses 


It doesn’t take much in the way of equipment to get started 
in trap shooting. The biggest expense item is a trap gun, 
which can run from $125 to $130 Vietti says. 
Tiap guns have a little straighter stock and better finishing 
than field guns, but still shoot a standard field load of either 8 
or 74 birdshot. Ammo runs about $2.75 a box, but most of the 
members load their own shells which cuts the cost in half. A 
shooting jacket for about $7 rounds out the basic equipment. 
The club charges an initiation fee of $20 and dues of $5 per 
yeat. Once a member reaches age 65, his dues are paid tor 
life. Members who enter the service also have their dues paid 
for them during the period. 
The club is affiliated with the National Rifle Association, the 
California Rifle and Pistol Association and the Southwest Ang­ 
lers. Amateur Trap Shooting and National Skeet Shooting asso­ 
ciations’ rules are followed at each shoot. 
Although the club has no facilities in Pomona, big bore tar­ 
get shoots are regularly held for interested members at ihe 
Riverside club’s 600-yard range. 
In addition to shooting, fishing and camping activities, the 
club is active in conservation. Last year members helped 
cour t big horn sheep and clean up water holes in various 
game areas. This year they plan tc do the same. 
In the 28 years the club has existed, Vietti said, there has 
never been a shooting accident at the range.

No matter how beautiful 
spring is, you won’t have to 
look very hard to find evi­ 
dence of the ravages of win­ 
ter. Spring repairs are not so­ 
mething you can finish up in 
a day or two. 


One job you can begin even 
before temperatures rise is 
getting the screens ready to 
put up. Clean them and paint 
and repair them now if they 
need it. 
When it does get to be time 
to take the storm windows 
down, check them over. Paint 
them if needed and put them 
away 
clean. 
Make 
certain 
they are numbered so you 
can put them back in the 
same windows. 
When weather permits, ex- 
maine the trees on your prop­ 
erty. Remove (or have re­ 
moved) 
broken or cracked 
limbs. 
Check 
for 
sagging 
fence posts. Straightening the 
post and tamping the earth 
may be all that is needed, hut 
look closely for rot at ground 
level. You may have to re­ 
place a post. 
Masonry suffers most from 
the 
altnerate 
freezing 
and 
thawing temperatures. Small 
cracks last fall are large by 
now. Check the foundation of 
your house, drives, sidewalks, 
brick steps, chimney. 
Pick a warm day for con­ 
crete 
and 
mortar 
repairs. 
Don’t try if temperatures are 
below 50 degrees. 
Clean out all loose material 
before filling the crack. Use 
concrete or mortar patch ma­ 
terial that you mix with wa­ 
ter and mix only what you 
can use right away. 
Gutters 
and 
downspouts, 
weakened by the weight of 
ice, should be put in shape 
before heavy spring rains. 
Make certain hangers are 
secure.

h a v e accumulated. 
Repair 
holes using asphalt cement 
and scraps of metal of the 
same type that he gutter is 
made of.
